7. Claims 1, 6 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, line 2, before ") and", --, 14- should be inserted and after "10", ", 14" should 
be deleted. 

In claim 6, line 1, it seems that the dependency is incorrect. "3" should be ~5-. 
In claim 14, line 2, after "Interface module for TV sets" should be deleted. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention, "there are provided at least two 
tuners in the casing" claimed in claim 14 is not described in the specification. The specification 
only states that a special car AM/FM receiver lb is located outside the module. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

10. Claims 1-13 appear allowable over prior art. 

The prior art fails to show or fairly suggest an interface module for receiving television 
signals or radio signals, having the combination as claimed, including at least one tuner and a 
chip with a microprocessor including memory means and means for capturing data and with 
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switching means, with picture, color and sound decoding means and with signal processing 
means, whereas the chip and the tuner are installed in a common casing, as recited in the claim. 

Conclusion 

11. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

WO 91/08645 discloses a tuning apparatus having a satellite receiver and a 
microprocessor. 

Alpaiwalia (2004/005 1815) shows a television chassis with a tuner and a microprocessor. 
Tanaka (6765626) discloses a digital television signal receiving unit including of a 
metallic case.
